It was simply that the British pee 
appeared to feel measures necessary in the post~war 
period were different than those of the critically 
dangerous days of 1939-45. They, the British peo. 
ple, have made a choice based on such considera~. 
tions, and those alone. * 3

the concern of that people. Britishers demonsira- 
ted that form of good taste in our elections, last 
fall. Let us emlate ther, and have faith that the 
common people of the whole world are as devoted to

Steff of the United States Army, died 
on July 25 at Walter Reed Hospital, 
where he had been confined by illness. 
for more than a year, He would have 
been 70. years old on August 5. At his 
own request, the funeral will be pri- 
vate. 


General Craig was a distinguished 
soldier in World War I, and served as 
Chief of Staff from October 3, 1935, 
to August 31, 1939, preceeding George 
C, Marshall, the present Chief. Gen. 
Craig voluntavily emerged from retire~ 
ment tn 1941 to head the Secretary of 
Werts personnel board, which passed 
on the issuance of commissions to cies 
vilians during World War II. 


He was khown as a GI's champion, 
for his support of betterment for the 
enlisted men, and had an active part 
in planring the battles fought during 
1918 in France, 


He is survived by a son, Col am 
4n Oraig, Jr.e, with the 106th Inf, in 

- Germany, and a brother, Mej/Gen Louis

eth Corps, also in Gernany, His wife 
died several years ago.

SCHOOLS PLAN COURSES TO 
AID VETS, WAR WORKERS — 


Cliicago — A post-war plans committee 


of the Anericen Association of Junior 
Colleges is meeting in Chicago to plan 
the best methods of assisting war vets 
end 
sion. 


Qne of the principal problems is 
a plen for enrolling war vetersns in 
junior colleges on their discharge so 
they will not waste time Waiting for 
regular courses to begin, according 
to © SMorris, acting chairman of the 
committee, and president of the San 
Mateo, Calif., Junior College. 


Vets who have aut dreaabed from ai 
high school but wish to enroll in jun- 
ior colleges must get credit for ser- 
vice training that would equal the 
high school courses they missed. This 
would be in addition to credits for 
courses taken under the ASTP program, 
he added. Junior colleges throughout — 
“the country have shovm ae disposition 
to give vets as much credit as pos | 
sible. for service training of all 
sorts. Many have established refresh- 
er courses’for older men before their 
enrollment. 


Army surveys have indicated many 
men will return from military life to 
‘schools; many others will feel they are 
too old for high school and cannot meet 
university stendards. F or such men, 
the junior colleges will offer a dual 
program of training for a job or for 
entrance exams into universities. 


Many of the veterans are expected 


to enroll in terminal educetion pro — 
grams, which, in two years of junior 
college, train students for semi-pro- 
fessional jobs. M ore than 60 per cent 
of all junior college students now are 
enrolled in this field, surveys show. 


Realignment of hundreds of thou- 
sands of war workers is the responsi- 
bility of junior colleges, Morriss 
concluded.

Now what about working hours? Have they gone. up ‘much since you entered 
service? In the manufacturing jobs listed above, all show increases *verag- 
ing fron 3 to 11 hours a'week from 1939 to 1943, But remember, thosc are 
just averages, and the extrene vii11 show many core hours worked each week in 
nost industries, The expected cut after the war will centeinly bring total 
earnings down, even though the hourly carnings nay reaain s+ the levels of 
the war period. The trend will be tovard e general return to the 40 = hour 
week, or less. Though the length of the work-week went up during the war, 
the cut probably will heave already taken place by the tine you got hone. As 
anatter of fact, thousands of smaller concerns have nlroady been forced to 
Close tenporarily,: due to cut-backs, ond many thousends of workers in major 
wear plants have also been temporarily: leid off, for. the same reason.
